Unemployment 


The major purpose of the 
Social Security act is to encour- 
age the states to enact unem- 
-ployment-—insurance~~tlaws---~-by- 
equalizing the competitive costs 
in different states as far as em- 
ployer contributions are concern- 
ed, it. was. pointed out by Major. 
Howard Starret, state director of 
the National Reemployment Ser- 
vice, in an interview today. 

This is to be —accomplished, 
Major Starret showed, by. a_pay-| 
roll tax of one per cent upon 
employers of eight or more per-, 
sons which will go into effect on 
January first in 1936. This pay- | 
roll tax will be increased to two 
per cent in 1937 and to three 


percent in 1938 and thereafter. 

“This tax allows a credit up 
to ninety per cent for contribu- 
tions paid into the state employ- 
ment tund,” Major Starret said. 
“Since the federal tax applies to 
all states, regardless of whether 
the state has enacted a state un- 
employment compensation law, 
Michigan should be one of the

office and accept any suitable em- 

oyment which is offered him. 
BB remains eligible to receive 
benefits only while unemployed. 
For that reason it is necessary to 
build up a well-administered, 
non-political system of employ- 
ment offices. In many sections of 
the country we already find state-| 
federal employment offices serv- 


first to enact the necessary legis- 
tation to take full advantage ot 
this allowable credit.” 

Major Starret pointed out that 
the Federal measure” does not, 
except for a few minimum stand- 
ards prescribe the type of un- 
employment compensation plan 
which states must adopt. It does, 
however, provide a uniform tax, 
thereby placing industry on the 
same basis throughout the coun- 
try and removing the principal 
obstacle heretofore hindering the 
enactment of state un®mploy- 
ment compensation laws. 

Six standards for allowance of 
credit against the Federal payroll 
tax upon employers were men- 
tioned by Major Starret. An em- 
ployer may credit up to -90 per 
cent of the federal tax the con- 
tributions he must pa to a state 
unemployment fund provided the 
state laws meets the following 
requirements: 

1. Payments of unemployment 
compensation benefits must be 
made through the public em- 
ployment offices or other agencies 
approved by the Social Security 
Board. 

2. Payments of all compensa- 
tion benefits may not commence 
until two years after contribu- 
tions are first made under the 
law. 

3. The state unemployment 
compensation fund must be de- 
posited in a special unemploy- 
ment, trust fund of the United 
States Treasury.
